“ On Tuefday the 26th of May, at break of day, coming

| out of the Streights, we difcovered two Englifl frigates fteer- 


too for Gibrakar, swho; <apan feng = wed thew courte, 
and made ‘towards us. We immediately hoifted our colours, 
and. fhortened fail to receive them, upon which they tacked 
from us, and let fly feveral fignals, feemingly to.alarm the fri- 
gates and cutters in the bay, and to get fome of them to come 
to their afiftance. Wherefore, thinking it then improper tu 
attack them, we ftood towards the Barbary fhore under an ea- 
fy fail, and when we got about half way through the Gat, we 
luffed up towards them, and fired feveral thot, but they neither 
appeared inclined to come to action; nor ~did they thew their 
colours. The Caftor then hove out the fignal for the Briel to 
make fail, that they might attack the Englith frigates, but they 
being copper-bottomed, and ‘ours being foul, they fhot from 
us. We then did not know what to think of them, whether 
they would engage us, or wait for a better opportunity ; the 
wind frefhening brifkly dp, the la{t appeared to be their inten- 
tion, becaufe towards night they fhortened fail, during which 
time the weather proved to be ually and raifty, but we were 
yet in fight. ‘The enemy to windward, ftood towards us, we 
ftill ander anafy fail ; the Caftor being the headmolt and wea- 
thermoft, dt half paft four, about a cable’s length off, recvived 
the broadfides of both frigates. We had defignedly not thewn 
our colours, in order to bring them nearer to us, upon a fuppo- 
fition that they would not before s4at begin the engagement. 
‘The Caftor then hoifted her enfign, and anfwered them with 
her larboard fide, and all her mutketry bearing up in order to 
get them to follow, and to deceive them, giving the Briel, who 
was to windward, an opportunity of catching the largeft frigate 
between us; which the enemy obferving, prevented, before it 
was completed. ‘I'here appeared an opportunity fur the Ca- 
ftor to get to windward of her, in which attempt the received 
another broadfide, which cut her bracings and bowlings to pie- 


"ces, and threw her fails aback ; that inténtion was then aban- 


doned, and -each fhip engaged her enemy, firing as fait at 
them with our cannon and mufqnetry as was practicable. The 
great fuperiority of the fhip with which the Caflor was enga- 
ged, we foon difcovered, from the weight of the balls found on 








board, which were of 18 pounders: Our ftanding and running | 


rigging being fhot away, we no longer had the command of our 
veffel, and the weather becoming calm, this inconvenience en- 
creafed upon us, for the main and fore yards were thot away, 
the top-fail yards came down, and the fails were thot to rags. 
The enemy alfo fell thrice athwart our bow, and raked us, 
without our being able to bring a gun to bear upon him; yet 
in this fituation, determined not to remaia inactive, we gave 
the other frigate engaiged with the Briel our (tarboard guns, in 
return for what we had received from her in the beginning of 
the,a‘tion. ‘Three of the Caftor’s foremoft guns were dif- 
mounted, the four next in the waift were rendered ufelefs by 
the gunwale and the ring-bolts being fhot away, two of her af- 
ter guns were alf difabled, and there remained but three guns 
in the twelve of the tier that were ufeable, and thofe could on- 
ly be fired at diftant times ; and as the enemy lay a-head of as, 
neither thofe grns, nor any other could be then brought to 
bear, by which means we received {éveral fhots in through our 
bow, which more and more difablxl us, while we had the mor- 
tification to find that we could not repay him in his own coin; 
thus being reduced to a molt diftre/iing necefkty, afier having 
been engaged almoft two hours and an half, fo near that twice 
we thought to have been on board each other ; after our mafts 
being fo much wounded that we expected them to go by the 
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board 5 after having Joft all our fails and rigging; efter the 
hull being fo much pierced with fhot that the water encreal Ce: 
to feven tect, aod the powder mayazine was half full, and the 
pumps rendered jotally unferviceable ; after the lols of feveral 
of our feamen apd gunners, the Lieutenants both wounded, as 
alfo many of our crew; aud aftcr-having done our urmolt ta 
get the thip before the wind, or at Jeaft to bring our flarboard 
guns ta bear, in hopes of getting a little refpite. 

* When all chofe hopes were lott, the Caftor was under the 
mortifying ueceiluy of {triking to a fuperior force, finding it 
impoflible longer to refift. .The Briel was not fo unfortunate, 
for a few minutes afierwards, the frigate the en » having, +25 
her main and mizen-maits thot away, ftruck to ‘Captain Oor- 1% 
thuys, but his fhip having fuffered fo much tliat he could nor 
take poficihon of his prize, he left her, and ftrerehed away to 
the north-ealt, probably for Cadiz, but fo much crippled, that 
in the afternvon her main and mizen mats went by the board: 
In the mean time the Englith came on board the Caftor, fir a 
Lieutenant, and afterwards the Captain, whofe namie was Wil- 
liams, both deelared they did nut think we could have made fo 
long a refiftance ; the Floray which fo far exceeded our thip 
in bulk, weight of metal, and number of men, being 42 guns, 
of 18 and g pounders, including 6 eighteen-pounder Carron- 
ades, and in all 300 men. When Captain Melvill was~on 
bard the Flora with a part of his people, he heard, that, of 
the Caftor’s crew, including thofe that died {#0 after of their ; of 
wounds, 33 were killed, and 42 dangeroufly wounded; and... 
that in the Flora g were killed, and g more died out of gg 
that were wounded. He was likewife infurmed by the-Cap- |” 
tain of the Crefcent, who was on board the Flora, that of his 
crew 27 were killed, and 65 wounded. The Caftor was very 
greatly damaged, no doubt partly owing to the fervice of 12 ar- 
ullery men who had been taken of board the Flora ar Mahon: — 
She had many thot between wind and water, thar made her fo 
leaky thac fhe made four or five feet water in‘an hour, and io 
a {well it was with great difficulty that five pumps could Keep 
her Yhove water. : yi

As the fudden departure of Vice-Adm'‘ral Arbuthnot for Europe, in_ 
his Majefty’s thip Roebuck, does not atfurd me time to write fo fully 
to your Lordthip as I wilh to doupon the feveral matters containgd in 
your difpatches ; I muft therefore defer anfweiing them till the des 
parture of the next packet, which I propofe to expedite foon ¢ It gives 
me much pleafure, however, in the mean time, to acquaint your L.ord- 
fhip of the fafe arrival of the three regiments from Ireland, at Chatles- 
town, —— with the recruits fur this army, all in great health, on 
the 3d ult. - ; 

The inclofed copies of letters from Lord Rawdon to Lord Cornwale 
lis, and of one to me, which J received by the Warwick, will inform 
your Lotdthip as to the fituation of affairs in the provinge of South Ca- ‘adi ‘ 
rolina at the time thoft letters were written, fince whith period. i nibe eae 
have vot heard from thence. ‘ . 

I have alfo the hononr to inclofe to your Lordihip an extraét of a 
letter lately received from Major-General Leflie. 

Extra& of a letter from Lord Rawdon to Earl Cornwallis, 
dated Camp at Monk's Corner,- May 24. 1781. 
HE fituation of affairs in this province has made me judge it nes 
ceffary, for a time, to withdraw my force from the back coun- 
try, and to affemble what troops I can colleét at this point. | E hope a... 
recital of the circumftances which have led to this determination will... 
fatisfy your Lordthip as to the expediency uf the meafare. 

After the action of the 2sth of April (an account of which I ha 
the honour of tranfmitting to your Lordihip) Major-General: Greene 
remained for fome days behind the fartheft branch of Granny's Quar- 
ter Creck. A fecond attempt vpoa his army could not ip that ditwa 
tion be undertaken upon the principles which advifed the former. In 
the firft inftance, I made fo fhort an exeurfion from my works, that ¢ 
could venture, without hazard, to leave them very flightly 
and I had the confidence, that, had fortune proved unfavou 
fhould ealily have made good our retreat, and our lofs, in abl 
lity, would not have difabled us from the farther defence of the pla 
‘Fo get at General Greene, in his retired fituation, f mult have : 
a very extenfive circuit is orde? to head the creek, whi -h would haye © 
prefented to him the fairett ogportunity of flipping by me to Camden; ~ 
and he was {till fo foperior to me in numbers, that, had T left tira’ * 
gatriion at my poft as might enable it to ftand.an aflault, mg"force in 
the field would have been totally unequal to cope with the enemy’s ar- 
my. I had muchto bope from the arrival of reinforcements to me, 
and little to fear from any probable addition to my afitagon tt’s force. 

Whikt npon that principle I waited for fmy expected fuccours, Ge- 
neral Greene retired from our front, and erelliag the Wateree, to Kk a 
poficion behind ‘wenty-five Mile Creek. Qn the gth . » tay, Lieu- 
tenant-Colune! Watfon joined me with his detachment, much reduced 
in number, through catualties, fi knefs, and a reinforcement which « 
he had left to {trengthen the garrifon at George Town. He had era 
fed the Santee near its mouth, and had ré-croffed it a litde below the 
entrance of the Congaree. a 

Of the night of the 7th Teroffed the Wateree, at Camden ferry. 
propofiny to tarn the flank and attack the reanof Green’s army, where, , 
the ground was not ttreng, though it was very much fo io front... . « _ 

‘The troops had fcarcely ctolfed the river, when .I received: notice pt 4 
that Green had mored eariy in the evening, upon getting intimatis <a’ 4 
ot my being reinforced ; I followed him by the dive road, and fo ae 
him potted behind Sawuey’s Creek. : 

Having driven in his picqitets, [ examined every point of his fimmas se.) 
tion. [found it every where fo {trong that I could not hope to force ae Ses 
it without fulfeing fuch lots as muit have crippied my force for ang pF

The creek (though flightly marked in the maps) runs very high i 
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evaded me with eafe; for, as his numbers fill exceeded mine, I could 
not feparate my force to fix him in any point, and time (at this junc- . 
ture moit important to me) would have been thus vnprofitably walted. 
I therefore returned to Camden the fame afternoon, after having in 
vain attempted to decoy the enemy into action, by affecting to conceal 
our retreat. ° oi 

On the gth I pubdlithed to the troops and to the militia my defiga of 
evacuating Cambden, offering to fuch of the latter as chofe to accompany 

1 me every affiftance that we could afford them. During the enfuing 

i ni ht I fent off all our baggage, &e. under a (trong eicort, and a. itvoy- 

' ed the works, remaining at Cambden, with the rett of the troops, till 
ten o’dlock the next day, in orderto cover the march 

On the night of the 3th [ began to pafs the River at Neilfon s Ferry, 
and by the evening of the 14th every thing was fafely acrofs: Some 
mounted mifitia had attempted to harrafs our rear-guard on the march, 
but a party of them having fallen into an ambufeade, the reft of them 
af gave usno further trouble. We brought offall the fick and wounded 

f excepting about 30, who were too ill to be moved, and for them 1 yer 

an éqaal number of Contincptal prifoners in exchange. We brought o 
all the Mores of any kind of value, deftroying the reft; and we brought 
off, net only the militia who had been with us in Cambden, but alte the 
well-affected neighbours on our route, together with the wives, children, 
negroes, arul baggage, of alinoft all of them. ; 
My firlt news upon landing at Ncilion’s, was, that the Poft at Motte’s 

1 Houfe had fallen. 3t was a fimple redoubt, and had been attacked 

\} formally by fp. Lieutenant M‘Pherion had maintained it gallantly 
: till the how! in the center of it was fet in flames by fire arrows, which 

obliged his men to throw themfclves into the ditch, and furrender at 

diferetion. 

But as Major M‘Arthur had joined me with near 300 foot, and 80 
dragoons, I conceived I might, without hazarding too far, endeavour 
to check the enemy's operations on the Congaree. On the 14th at 
night I marched from Neilfon’s, and on the evening of the rsth.1 
reached the point where the roads fram Congarces and M‘Coard’s Fer- 
ry unite. Various information was brought to me thither, that Greene 
had pafled the Congaree at M‘Coard’s Ferry, and had puthed down 
the Orangeburgh road. ‘Fhe accounts, though none of them pofitive 
ordingly fatistagtory, correfponded fo much, that I was led to believe 
them, and the matter was of ach moment, thet it would not admit 
of my paufing for more certain information ; therefore, after giving 
the troops a little reft, I moved back to Eutaws the fame night, but 
hearing nothing there, I purfyed my march hither. f 

By my prefent pofition I cover thofe diltriéts from whieh Charlef- 
town diaws its principal fupplies; 1 am in] readinefs to improve any 
favourable occurrence, and guard again{t any untoward event. ’ 

-It is a fecondary, but not a ttifiing advantage, that I have been able 
to fupply the-troops with neceflaries ; for the want of which (eccafion- 
ed by the long interruption of our communications) they futfered fe- 

rious dittrefs.

SINCE my difpatches of thé 6th.and gth May, dated from Baffe- 

terre road, St-Chriftophér’s, and fent by Gapngin Smith in his Ma- 
jefty’s flood Snake, 1 mutt defire youcwill pleate acquaint their Lord- 
thips, that I put to fea with. the Sandwich, ‘Triumph, and the fhips 
that had received damage in their laft engagement with the French 
ficet, uling every endeavour to get to windward with all poffible dit- 
patch. ay : 
Between the ifland of Montferrat and Antigua, Sir Samuel Hood, 
with the remainder of the fleet, joined me ; their necefities obliged me 
to anchor in St John’s road, Antigua, in order to relieve them : Having 
befure detached feveral fmall and quick failing veffels to St Lueta, to 
acquaint General St Leger, and the commanding officer of his Majelty 5 
thips, who might be at that ifland, that I was haftening to windward 
with his Majetty’s fleet, and that they might depend upon being {pee~ 
dily relieved, in cafe the enémy, encouraged by his Majefty’s fleet being 
to leeward, thould make an attack upon it: That General Vaughan, 
with a reinforcement of troops, was on board the fleet, and comigg to 
their affiftance. 

Not a moment's delay was made at Antigua; the whole fleet. put to 
fea, and in a few days weathered the ifland of Defeada, The day we 
left Antigua, the Pegafis joined me from St Lucia. Captain Stanhope 
acquainted me, that he had arrived in the hight ofthe rath of May 
under Pigeon ifana, where Lieutenant Miller, late of his Majefty’s 
fhip the Deal Caftle, and whom I had left with a body of men to fight 
the batteries I had cawfed to be ereéted on the ifland; and Captain 
Campbell, who cammanded a, company of the 87th regiment, ftationed 
on the faid ifland, informed him that the ifland of St Lucia was invei- 
ted by a fleet of twenty-five fail of the line, and that the Marquis de 
Bouille, with a-confiderable body of troops, had landed and taken pof- 
feffion of the village of Gros HMlet; that he had, by a General officer, 
demanded, with the threats of nfing every feverity of war, unlefs Pi+ 
geon ifland was inftantly. furrendered. 

His threats were received with the contempt they deferved, by offi- 
cers determined to do their dufy to their King and Country, by their 
iminediately opening, from the batteries, a heavy fire upon the ene- 
my’s fleet, which coutinued till feven of them were obliged to cut their

board all their baggage ; part of which, ‘with a quantity of ammunition, 
they left on the ifland. ie ; ‘ 

On the 27th of May, I received intelligence, that a fmall {quadron 
of the -enemy, confilting ‘of two fhips of the line, four frigates, and 
three cutters, with nine hundred troops on board, had invefted Tobago. 

As Géneral Vaughan had, fome time before our arrival at Barbadoes, 
erdered a detachment of two Engineers and forty of the train to that 
ifland, who had fafely. arrived there ; and as I had, more than a year 
fioce, fent a pomber of cannon, with ammunition in proportion ; and 

knowing it’s natural ftrength, acd that it’s garrifon confifted of near 
three hundred troops capable of dging duty, exclufive of upwards of 
five hundred militia, all natural born Britith fibjeés, 1 was convinced 
the enemy ceuld make no. great imprcffion before it was relieve. 
However, I inftantly difpatched several fmall {quick-failing veffels, with

As 1, had received intelligence that the cnemy’s ficet, confilting of 
twenty-four fail of the line, had left Fort-Royal, and wese cruizing ke- 
tween the Diamond Rovk and St Lucia, in hopes of drawing me to 
leeward with his: Majefly’s fleet, while they were carrying on the fiege 
of Tobago, I gave Mr Drake notice of the fituation of the enemy’s 
fleet, and cautioned him to be upon his guard, and upon no account to

MUST defire you will pleafe acquaint their Lordfhips, that on the 
‘4th inftant, his Majelty’s hip the Ruffel joined me, the Captain 
of which informs:me, that Rear-Admiral Sir Samuel Hood had an ac- 
tion with the French ficet, ‘arrived from Europe, and which confifted 
. of twenty-one fail of the line, and were, during the aétion, joiaed by 
the four fhips of the line which had been blocked up in the Bay of 
Fort Royal. By Captain Sutherla~d’s account, the French, as nfual, 
kept at aco: fiderable diftance, amd feemed to bend their greateft force |

‘The capenin’of the Rattlefnake «flared me he had feen the French 
ficet ; they appeared to him fo far to leeward, that he imagined they 
could fetch.Courland Bay : that Mr Drake’s {quadron, though to 
IeewArd, wotlld be off Carlille Bay by the morning ; that he could aflure 
me the poft his Majetty’s troops of. the militia poflefled, was of fuch 
ftrength, that they were determined to make no capitulation, as they 
were certain, General Vaughan. and. myfelf, with the whole fleet, 
would hatten to their affiftance, agrecable to the aflurance that had 
been given them. 

Mr Drake with his fquadron appearing at day-light off Carlifle Bay, 
the whole-ficet inftantly put to fea, General Vaughan having embark 
ed with me, and immediately proceeded tawards ‘Nobago.. ‘The next 
day, Junc.the 4th, we made that idland, and on our approach to the 
north end, difpatched the Fly cutter, commanded, by Captain Ponfon- 
by, afchooner commanded by Captain’ Shepherd, and the Muatter 
Lafs fchooner, to get intelligence, and to know the places they might 
with the troops ¢o be landed at, ‘and procure proper guides to conduét 
them.

1 am convinced that fomething extraordinary muft Haye happened 
which could have induced Governor Fergufom and the troops to have 
capitulated; but I hope, and fincercly believe, that notwithfandin 
the enemy have taken the ifland of ‘Tobago, they will have no reajon 
to boait at the end of this campaign. 

As their whole fleét is again in Fort Royal Bay, and as his Maje- 
fty’s ifland of Barhadoes, tinder protection of the fleet, is again put in, 
a ftate of defence, I thall inftantly proceed with the whole fleet off 
Martinique, to watch the motions of the enemy. 

J muft now, Sir, acquaint you, that, after receiving the intelligence 
of the fittrender of Tobago TF faced with the fleet to the northward, | 
and abuut. two in the afternoon of the sth inftant, deferied (fromthe 
matt-head) the enemy’s fleet to leeward towards Granada and the 
Grandillas. Before funfet we had neared them very confiderably, and 
plainly obferved that they confifted of 29 fail, 24 of which were of 
the line, and fivé frigates. ‘their fituation was fuch as rendered itime 
poffible to attack them with a probability of faccefs, as it was in their 
power (night coming on) to entangle his Majefty’s feet among the 
Grandillas, to decoy them into the Channel between Granada and the 
Spanith Main, where the currents dre fo very rapid, that his Majefty’s 
fieet might have been drove far to leeward, while the enemy had it 
in their power to anchor under the Batteries of Granada, which might 
have been attended with the capture of Barbadoes, before I could pof=

The enemy’s fleet ftanding to the northward as well as his Maje= 
fty's, I flattered myfelf, that they, dependidg upon their fuperior aum- 
ber, might be inductd to risk a battle ; and 1 was in hopes to draw. 
them by the next morning to windward of the ifland of St -Vincent, - 
where we fhould have had fea-room to have attacked them. 

With this view I gave orders, that all the lights of the fieet fhould be 
particularly confpicuous to the enemy, that, in cafe they chofe an ac- 
tion, they might be fure their withés would be complied with the next.

On the 6th in the morning at day-light, then to windward of the if- 
and of St Vincent, no enemy appeared in fight : They had tacked in 
the night, and, as I hear, theltered themfelves in Courland-Bay, ‘Toba- 
go.
